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The Scoop on S.C.O.P.E.

The 7th-graders at Old Rochester Regional Junior 
High School present for the final full week of school 
from June 18-22 took place in another of the school's 
40+ years tradition - S.C.O.RE week - Student Centered 
Opportunity for Personal Enhancement, giving students a 
chance to learn while learning about themselves and each 
other. 

Kathy Gauvin, a teacher at ORR Junior High, 
said S.C.O.RE. week is a collaborative effort between the 
teachers of the blue and red teams at the school and has 
a different event or outing planned for each day of the 
week. 

"The week is just so nice because it's a time when 
the classroom is outside in a different structure so it's so 
much more relaxed for the kids," said Gauvin. "It's an 
opportunity to do things with your classmates that you 
might not necessarily get to do - outside the classroom." 

One day it's a cruise in Newport, Rhode Island, 
another it's a day of roller-skating, and another day, 
which was Wednesday, June 22 this year, was one 
of teamwork that culminated along the shore of the 
Mattapoisett YMCA, where it is, one could say a survival 
of the floatest. 

For seven years now, students have worked 
together in teams of four designing and constructing 
cardboard boats using nothing but duct tape to hold them 
together. 

"It's a design challenge for them I guess you 
could say" said Gauvin. "It's something they do on their 
own and then they work outside of the classroom and 
bring it in."

As tradition dictates, the teams arrive on the 
beach at the Mattapoisett YMCA to see which ones float 
and which ones are the fastest to the finish line. 

They have plenty of time to make their boats 
- months, in fact. But, as Gauvin pointed out, not all of 
them use the full months-long planning process. Some get 
started the day before the race, she noted. 

"Depending upon how much work they put 
into it, you can have a boat that lasts forever, or one that 
doesn't get past the dock," she said. "I've had some boats 
[in the past] that were incredible."

Rochester's New Wheelchair 
Offers Beach Access

When you see the Town of Rochester's new big- 
wheel wheelchair, it's rather obvious where it is meant 
to take someone with mobility challenges. With its bright 
blue and white striped chair, and big, bright yellow 
inflatable tires and armrests that make the chair look like 
it could float on water, you know immediately where that 
chair belongs - at the beach. 

After weeks of Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) compliant alterations to the Town's facilities and 
buildings, which included widened automatic doors, 
restrooms, and paved walkways, the town has also 
acquired a handicap beach wheelchair that is ready for 
Rochester residents to borrow for trips to the beach. 

For those with disabilities and the elderly who 
find walking difficult, traversing a beach in a conventional 
wheelchair is impossible without a paved walkway or 
wooden boardwalk. But with this new three-wheeler 
beach chair and the assistance of a friend, a person who 
was once prevented from enjoying a day at the beach can 
now share in the experience. 

Andrew Daniel, Rochester's facilities manager, 
said the Town had some money left over from a state 
grant he helped secure for much needed ADA compliant 
upgrades to provide handicap access to town buildings. 
During the ADA compliance planning process, Daniel 
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consulted with a Rochester resident who relies on a 
wheelchair to get around in his busy life as a college 
professor. 

''He was telling me how some other coastal 
towns have special ramps or mats to get across the beach, 
or special chairs to get across the sand," said Daniel on 
Friday, June 22, outside the Rochester Council on Aging 
where the new chair sat fully assembled on the lawn. "He 
told me when he takes his kids to the beach he sits in his 
car and just watches them from the car." 

Recalling that conversation, Daniel said, "It hurt 
me a little bit hearing that." 

When Daniel found a couple thousand in grant 
money left over from the other ADA projects, he looked 
into how much it would cost to provide Rochester 
residents, who have access rights to Silvershell Beach in 
Marion, some way to enjoy the beach. Daniel found a 
company in Florida that sells the "Water Wheels" beach 
wheelchairs and, with the remaining grant money, bought 
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''[Residents] can take it to the beach and bring it 
back," said Daniel. All he needs is a one-day notice ahead 
of time, and he can have the chair ready to be picked up 
at the COA. A waiver is in the works for residents to sign 
upon checking out the chair at no cost. "They can enjoy 
the beach and that's pretty much the goal," said Daniel. 

The beach wheelchair isn't limited to just 
Silvershell Beach, either. The chair can be used at ponds, 
too. The big wheels can plow through sand with ease, 
and the chair can be brought right into the water with the 
assistance of another bather. The chair folds up easily, and 
the wheels and armrests can be removed to fit the entire 


chair into the trunk or backseat of a vehicle. Reassembly is 
just as easy, mentioned Daniel. 

"Hopefully it's a benefit to the residents," Daniel 
said. "Anybody can take it." 

At this time the chair is only available to 
Rochester residents, but Daniel said he has told the 
Marion Recreation Department about the chair, and 
offering the chair for loan to Marion residents could soon 
follow. 


"It seems only fair that we would let the Marion 
elderly and disabled use it, too," said Daniel. 

Rochester residents who wish to borrow the chair 


can call the Rochester COA at 508-763-8723 and make 
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arrangements for pickup. 

Daniel hopes the word will get out and residents 
will begin to use the chair now that it's here - and, finally, 
so is summer. 

"I'm pretty excited about it," said Daniel. "I'm 
excited to see how it'll work out." 

The Intricate Art of Scrimshaw

If one had asked me - a young college student 
not particularly knowledgeable in nautical history - what 
scrimshaw was before the Sippican Historical Society 
presentation at the Marion Music Hall on June 21,1 would 
have chuckled, and a bit dumbfounded, guessed, does 
it have something to do with the grim reaper, or is it 
perhaps some eerie implement used in decapitation? 

Upon entering the Marion Music Hall Thursday 
night, I gazed upon the Claflin scrimshaw collection, 
heard the talk of whaling, and put all the pieces together. 
This wasn't a fireside ghost story retelling, but rather 
a celebration of 'Old Rochester's' roots to Tri-Town's 
traditions, art, and folklore. 

Frank McNamee, president of the Sippican 
Historical Society, began his lecture by giving a brief 
overview of the history of whaling in Marion and 
the surrounding area. He soon eased into the art of 
scrimshaw, dishing out fun facts including how often 
many scrimshaw artists remained anonymous in their 
day and age and that scrimshaw art was primarily created 
between the 1830s and 1850s. 

He also spoke of the day the historical society first 
came across William Claflin's scrimshaw collection, which 
turned out to be a very fun adventure for those involved. 
He retold the tale with enthusiasm, explaining how, a year 
and a half ago, the historical society's museum curator 
Pete Smith asked McNamee if he knew of a William 
Claflin on Delano Road who had in his possession a very 
fine collection of scrimshaw. 

He went on to describe how Claflin wanted to 
donate his father's scrimshaw collection to the Sippican 
Historical Society on three conditions: the scrimshaw 
was to be displayed in his father's 19th century cabinet, 
the scrimshaw was not to be sold under any conditions, 
and there was to be a bronze plate installed in his father's 
name. At first, McNamee confided that he was very 
skeptical, but nonetheless agreed to go check out the 
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collection. 

When McNamee entered the Claflin house on 
Delano Road, he was blown away. In the 19th century 
cabinet lay over 100 pieces of scrimshaw, including 
intricate whale teeth art, meticulously designed pie 
crimpers, baleen corset stays, and much, much more. Of 
course, upon viewing the stunning collection, the two 
men from the historical society hastily agreed to Claflin's 
conditions to honor Claflin, Sr. After all, even though the 
scrimshaw would never be sold, Claflin, Sr. purchased 
pieces that are now worth over thousands of dollars for 
only "eight, ten, and twenty dollars," in the 1930s and 
1940s, said McNamee. 

McNamee then proceeded to show some 
pictures from the collection and explain their history 
and importance. Many of the whale teeth are around six 
to eight inches long and hold quite extravagant images. 
These images include a magnificent variation, ranging 
from nautical whaling scenes to breathtaking portraits of 
women to serene nature scenes. 

With so many pieces of scrimshaw art, the Claflin 
collection is quite the historical smorgasbord. Some of 
the more valuable and impressive pieces even contain 
detailed images of towns, elaborate drawings of women 
in elegant dresses, and polychrome decorations, including 
scenes of Native Americans on horseback, and Napoleon 
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and the French Army crossing the Swiss Alps. McNamee 
explained that many of the images were copied by sailors 
from newspapers and books they would read while on 
their whaling ships. 

McNamee went on to show pictures of the more 
ornate utilitarian scrimshaw pieces, which included pie 
crimpers, clothespins, baleen corset busks, and even a tool 
the whalers used for scooping water or rum. 

All-in-all, the Claflin scrimshaw collection turned 
out to be quite the treasure for the Sippican Historical 
Society. Moving forward, they look to honor the late 
collector, William Claflin, Sr., by displaying the collection 
for locals to come and admire and maybe even learn a 
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little bit about their hometown history. 

So, while I wasn't completely wrong in my first 
impression that scrimshaw may hold and display an 
eerily ghost-like past, I now know just how historically 
relevant and truly interesting scrimshaw is to the 
southeastern coast of Massachusetts. 

MOSAC Releases 2017 Survey Results

Results of the open space and recreation survey 
conducted by the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission have been released, and the results clearly 
show that Marion residents love to walk. In fact, 143 of the 
169 residents who filled out the survey between the fall of 
2017 and the winter of 2018 shared that they would like 
to see more places to do so, as well as more permanently 
preserved open space - and that they are willing to pay 
for it. 

"Marion folks walk, a lot," said MOSAC 
Chairman John Rockwell in a follow-up email with The 
Wanderer. "They want places to walk without getting 
run over - that's bike paths, sidewalks, and trails. They 
also see the harbor as a huge open space asset and are 
concerned about the water quality in the harbor." 

According to the survey results, those who want 
more open space acquisitions outnumber those who don't 
by a significant margin: 8-1. And those willing to pay for it 
outnumber those who don't by 7-1. 

The 25-question survey was sent to 369 residents 
selected randomly from the registered voters list through 
a process explained in the introduction to the results 
report. Of those 369 surveys, 169, or 46 percent, were 
returned. 

A summary of the survey results shows that 
residents believe open space should be a requirement 
of all subdivision plans, and at least 25 percent of 
Community Preservation Act funds should go towards 
open space. And as for Marion's marine resources, 
residents think the biggest threat is pollution from runoff.

The results list the top five responses from 
multiple choice questions. For outdoors activities families 
enjoy most, walking ranked number 1 followed by (in 
descending order) ''enjoying the view," swimming, 
sunbathing, and biking. But when it came to which of 
those activities residents and their families actually do 
most often, walking ranked first, followed by swimming, 
golfing, biking, and walking in the woods. 

But what does Marion need more of in town? 
Respondents say they want more: 1. Bike paths; 2. 
Sidewalks; 3. Permanently protected open space; 4. 
Wildlife habitat; and 5. "quiet seashore." But the questions 
also asked residents what they would like to see less of, or 
the same amount of around town. Eleven want fewer golf 
courses, nine want fewer boat moorings, and a handful 
of others want fewer boat ramps, tennis courts, and other 
sports facilities such as basketball courts and baseball 
fields. And, in ranking order, residents prefer to keep the 
same amount of golf courses, schoolyard playgrounds, 
ball fields, general playgrounds, and boat ramps. 

Other questions asked which of the existing 
amenities need upgrading or repair in various areas of 
Marion. Town-to-town bike paths were given top priority 
for expansion, followed by sidewalks and the senior 
center. 
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paths topped the list, followed by the senior center and, 
again, sidewalk expansion. 

One hundred and nineteen residents say they are 
''satisfied" with the current recreation offerings in Marion. 

When asked what they deem most important in 
recreation/open space, respondents said harbor water 
quality was most important, followed by water/beach 
access, quiet seashore, and preservation of wooded areas. 

Some questions pertaining to zoning and 
development show residents are into allowing so-call 
"cluster zoning" for housing while favoring a more robust 
open space requirement for such developments. 

Some 130 out of the 169 residents who returned 
their surveys either strongly agree or agree that the 
Town should set aside funding to identify and preserve 
environmentally sensitive areas in Marion. Only one of 
them "strongly" disagreed. 

"Since my involvement with open space issues, I 
have noticed a disconnect with the wishes of the Marion 
voters as expressed in the surveys and the actions by the 
decision makers in Town House," Rockwell said. 

In more essay-style open response question 
asking residents to rank the top three most important 
issues facing Marion, planning received the most 
comments, 66, which ranged from development size, 
volume, to controlling growth while making commercial 
development easier. One responded, saying, "Too few 
people think long term and about the overall well being of 
the Town. Individuals are focused on their own agendas, 
not for what is good for all, whether it is open space, 
affordable housing, commercial development or other 
issues. We are good at planning and lousy at holding 
planners accountable. Master Plans mean nothing unless 
there is a way of measuring progress." 

Transportation received the second highest 
number of responses that had sidewalks mentioned most 
often, followed by road maintenance and the bike path, 
with many mentions of traffic. 

Coming in third for most comments was the 
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environment, with most remarks pertaining to water 
pollution, pollution in general, and water quality. It is 
clear, however, that residents are concerned about open 
space and preservation, and view wastewater treatment 
as one of the top five issues affecting the town, with 
taxes / finance and affordability ranking sixth. 

MOSAC will use the results when considering 
future land purchases and also to provide direction while 
developing a new Open Space and Recreation Plan. The 
commission conducted surveys with similar questions 
back in 1994, 2004, and 2012, so the 2017 report also 
includes information from the 1994, 2004, and 2012 survey 
for context. 

"T've been involved with the Open Space and 
Recreation Surveys since 1994," said Rockwell. "We did a 
survey that year, and in 2004 and 2011, and I am gratified 
by the response we get each time. It's important to the 
Open Space Acquisition Commission that we hear from a 
cross section of Marion residents - as opposed to our day- 
to-day contact with our friends. We base our decisions on 
the results of these surveys, so the results are so important 
to us." 


Marion's Temp DPW Superintendent 
Resigns Early

The acting superintendent of the Marion 
Department of Public Works, Jon Henry, submitted a letter 
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of resignation from the temporary position on Friday, 

June 22, although Henry's letter did not provide a reason 
behind the resignation. 

Henry was appointed on February 6 to take 
control of the DPW after the somewhat sudden retirement 
of former superintendent Rob Zora back in December, 
and was contracted to maintain the position until roughly 
around August, by which time the town administrator 
and the Board of Selectmen had expected a DPW 
operations efficiency study to be complete. 

The study is expected to provide the board 
guidance on DPW operations, including whether to 
keep the DPW as is with one superintendent, and even 
possibly split the Water and Sewer Departments into two 
departments for more efficiency. 

Henry was a selectman until 2016, and still 
currently holds some positions on various appointed 
committees. 

Details surrounding the resignation are unclear. 
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however the Board of Selectmen has amended the agenda 
of its Wednesday, June 27, special meeting to include the 
DPW superintendent position as a topic for discussion. 
The meeting was initially posted as an executive session 
strictly to discuss the Buzzards Bay Coalition lawsuit. 

''Jon did submit a resignation letter on Friday," 
said Board of Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills in a 
follow-up on Monday. "However, the situation is far from 
clear if it is for real or if there is some understanding to be 
reached. At this point, there is no clear resolution and it is 
literally a work in progress." 

Henry's letter stated that his resignation would be 
"effective immediately". 

During the last selectmen's meeting on June 
19, Henry was present and asked the board to consider 
reallocating some unspent funds from the DPW fiscal year 
2018 budget before the close of the fiscal year on June 30. 
Henry asked if the selectmen would consider holding a 
special meeting to address the reallocation, but the board 
subsequently scheduled a special meeting only listing the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition lawsuit on the agenda. 

Henry did not respond to The Wanderer's request 
for a phone call by press time on Tuesday.

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Board Preps for Green 
Communities Act Zoning 

Rochester Planning Board

As the Board of Selectmen prepares to make 
Rochester a ''Green Community", so must the Rochester 
Planning Board, Chairman Arnie Johnson announced on 
June 26, introducing the two criteria of the five mandated 
by the Green Communities Act that the Planning Board 
must assist with implementing. 

First, Johnson explained, the board must 
designate zoning that would accommodate a "by-right" 
solar zone where a developer could expect to develop a 
solar energy project with less stringent regulations than 
those in the Town's Solar Bylaw. 

"They would accept, like, the town dump," 
said Johnson, naming one specific area that could be 
designated by-right for solar. "We would specify the 
area." 

"Then, when we create that piece of legislation, 
we would create the criteria that goes along with it, and 
that would be for by-right solar," Johnson said. "Or 
you can designate it for research and development into 
alternative energies." 

In response to board member Ben Bailey's 
question on how townspeople would feel about their 
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neighborhoods being designated as by-right solar 
districts, Johnson replied, "That's why we were thinking 
the town dump." 

Johnson specified that it could be an overlay to an 
existing industrial zone. 

"It has to be like a real [zone]," Johnson said. "It 
can't be like an illusion - some swamp land ... up in the 
industrial area," Johnson said. 

The second criterion the Planning Board must 
address is a "Stretch Building Code", which pertains to 
stricter energy efficiency standards for new residential 
construction. Johnson specified that it would regulate 
new homes only, not renovations or additions to existing 
homes. 

The stretch code would be close to the existing 
state requirements in energy efficient heating and cooling 
systems and insulation, only slightly more stringent, 
Johnson added. 

In exchange for being deemed a Green 
Community, Rochester would receive grant funding 
to help Rochester save money by being more energy 
efficient. 

Town Meeting would have to adopt the stretch 
code before it would be adopted. 

In other matters, REpurpose Properties, 
applicants for an age-restricted residential development 
on Rounseville Road next to Plumb Corner, again 
requested a continuance, which prompted Planning

Board member Gary Florindo to comment on projects that 
repeatedly request continuances. 

"We've been through this a number of times 
with other projects when they keep bumping it down 
and bumping it down the road," said Florindo. "We had 
this problem with another project in town and they kept 
bumping it down ... and it came back to us as if we were 
the bad guys." 

Florindo said it has happened three times now, 
and he just wanted to make that clear, he added. 

Johnson said the continuation was just as well, 
since no testimony had yet been taken and several 
members of the board were absent that night. 

That hearing was continued until July 10. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved the 
application for an Approval Not Required filed by Roger 
and Laura Pelletier, trustees of the Pelletier Family Realty 
Trust, along with Bradford and Ruth Correia for lots 
located on Featherbed Lane. Engineer David Davignon 
referred to the application as a "land swapping" and ... 

"to balance out the land better." 

The land is a large tract owned by the Correias, 
with several "fingerlike projections" (lots) that will be 
conveyed to the Pelletiers, with one of the seven lots to be 
conveyed to the Rochester Land Trust. 

"Very unusual shapes," said Bailey about the lots. 
"No objections - just, why?" 

Davignon said that was how the lots "perced," 
referring to the percolation tests required for septic system 
development for new residential construction. 

The ANR application was accepted. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 10 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 


ConCom Breezes Through Agenda 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The members of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission breezed through five public hearings in 30 
minutes on June 25. 

First up was a Request for Determination of 
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Applicability filed by Kenneth Yokel for property located 
at 94 Fairhaven Road. After handing over a thick stack of 
abutter notifications, affectionately referred to as ''green 
cards" by the commission, the applicant's request for 
permission to pave an existing gravel driveway received 
a Negative Determination (no Notice of Intent required). 
The Yokels had previously sought and received guidance 
from the commission on best practices during the paving 
phase in harmony with the Wetlands Protection Act. 

Dan Bungert filed a Notice of Intent application 
for property located off River Bend Lane. Carmelo 
Nicolosi of Charon Associates, Inc., represented Bungert 
as he discussed the construction of a single-family 
home with driveway planned for construction. Nicolosi 
shared that a percolation test had been completed in 
2009, that erosion controls were planned during the 
construction, and Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold 
had confirmed the wetland flagging. One small blip 
in the hearing surfaced when it was learned that the 
Massachusetts Natural Heritage and Endangered Species 
Program office had not yet responded to a request for 
their input on construction impact to wildlife in the area. 
The hearing was continued until July 9 awaiting their 
response. 

Jon Connell of Field Engineering representing 
Manuel Palomo, 117 Mattapoisett Neck Road, came 
before the commission with a Notice of Intent filing for 
the construction of a garage. Palomo received permission 
with the issuance of standard conditions. 

A Request For Determination of Applicability 
filed for Susan Fine, 20 Silver Shell Avenue, for the 
installation of a concrete block patio space received a 
Negative Determination. 

And last item on the easy-breezy agenda was 
a Request for Determination of Applicability filed by 
Peter and Ellen Fitzpatrick, 21 Shore View Avenue, to 
increase the footprint of an existing pilings by four inches 
to accommodate a small structural change to the home 
received a Negative 3 Determination. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for July 9 at 6:30 
pm in the town hall conference room. 

Tinkham Hill Solar Gets

Blue Wave Solar has asked the Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals to allow it to begin construction 
of its Phase 2 Tinkham Hill Road solar farm ahead of 
schedule - during the summer - before the specified time 
construction is allowed in the conditions of construction. 
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Neighbors have opposed allowing construction 
in summer; a time that they say they want to enjoy 
their yards without noise and dust. But Blue Wave was 
adamant that they would mitigate those issues, and on 
June 21, the ZB A approved Blue Wave's request. 

The board also approved Blue Wave's minor 
changes to its original plan - shifting the arrays a few 
feet away from the abutting property line and additional 
stormwater management measures - while allowing for 
the start of construction to begin in July - 20 days after the 
decision to allow for an appeal period. 

The hours of operation were limited to 8:30 am - 
4:00 pm Monday through Friday, with no weekend work 
permitted. 

Blue Wave representatives said an earlier start 
was necessary in order to "stabilize" the work site, given 
that hydro-seeding would have been done too late in the 
season if the former construction schedule was followed. 

The former start date of construction was set for 
Labor Day. 

The Phase 2 solar farm site is 87 acres in size, 
and has been a matter of contention for abutters since the 
amendment to the Order of Conditions was requested to 
allow for an earlier start for construction. 

In order to mitigate residents' concerns, the Blue 
Wave representative specified that only an average of 3.4 
additional trucks would visit the site each day during the 
12-week construction period, and Blue Wave would order 
police details during those times to bolster safety and 
alleviate concerns. 

In addition. Blue Wave would have the site 
watered-down if dry conditions persisted to keep dust 
from interfering with any neighboring properties. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for July 19 at 6:00 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

Towns Unprepared for Preparedness, 

Says Marion 

Marion Board of Health

On June 26, the Marion Board of Health discussed 
a recent conference attended by Health Agent Karen 
Walega and Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey. 

The conference, sponsored by the Plymouth 
County Public Health Emergency Preparedness Coalition, 
brought together communities throughout the county to 
discuss processes and procedures in times of emergencies 
that might impact entire areas. 

Walega said her main take away for the Tri-Town 
area encompassing Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester 
was, "We are not all on the same page." 

When asked by Board of Health members Betsy 
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Dunn and Dr. Jason Reynolds what she meant, she wasn't 
able to clearly articulate the point. But Downey did. 

Downey said that, while Marion had 
representation at the preparedness meeting from decision 
makers in the Town — Selectman Norm Hills, Walega, and 
herself —, Rochester and Mattapoisett's representation 
wasn't equal to the task. She said the director of the 
Mattapoisett Council on Aging, Jackie Coucci, and 
Mattapoisett's assistant Board of Health agent, Kate 
Tapper - people she felt do not hold decision-making 
roles when it came to regional disaster preparedness — 
had been sent to attend the preparedness meeting. 

Downey said of the three towns, "We need to 
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work together." 

"I need your help," Downey implored Dunn 
and Reynolds. "We need an agreement between the 
three towns," she said, referencing a Tri-Town coalition; 
a necessity, she added, in demonstrating to the state 
that Marion, Rochester, and Mattapoisett were working 
together, thus positioning them for regional benefits 
otherwise not available. 

In response to Downey's request for assistance in 
this matter, Reynolds said the Board of Health would have 
further discussion with Hills and potentially attend the 
next Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting to explore this topic 
further. 
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Also during the meeting, flavored tobacco 
products were briefly discussed as Walega shared bylaw 
document edits she had gleaned from the Town of Avon 
for inclusion into Marion's draft document. 

Present from the Coalition for Responsible 
Retailors was Dennis Lane who asked where the town 
stood on menthol cigarettes. Reynolds responded that 
menthol-flavored tobacco would be excluded from 
flavored tobacco and nicotine restriction regulations for 
the time being. He was advised that the issue of tobacco 
products might be raised at the August 28 or September 
22 meetings. 

In her report, Downey said that she had received 


requests for immunizations for shingles, but that the town 
does not stock the vaccine. She said she would seek grant 
options for the community. 

On the subject of suicide support groups, Downey 
said that both Plymouth and Bristol Counties had 
approached her regarding setting up support groups. She 
confessed to not feeling qualified to handle such groups 
and believed it necessary that someone trained in the 
discipline take on that role. 

"1 have no clear roadmap on suicide," she said 
while asking for guidance. 

This discussion melded into a larger conversation 
Downey had recently had with the Southcoast Hospital 
Group to, which the town had sought a $10,000 a grant 
for the education of elementary teachers on the issue, but 
only received $2,500. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for July 10 at 4:30 pm in the Marion Town 
House meeting room.

"I was inspired by the efforts communities such 
as Tiverton RI, Osterville and Chatham MA have made to 
beautify the road islands and entrance areas and what a 
difference it made to their towns. I think the same effort 
here could be transformative for Marion," She says. 

Plans are underway to install a new Marion sign 
on the corner of Route 6 and Front Street as well as plant 
(and care for) areas leading into Marion along Route 6 as 
well as areas along Route 105. 

Although donations are already being received, 
the official fundraising for this effort will be kicked 
off on Thursday, July 26 with a fundraiser held at the 
Hatches beautiful seaside home in Marion. Wine and 
hors d'oeuvres will be served. Tickets are $40 (though 
additional donations will be gladly accepted).

homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 
but over 100 were catalogued and photographed. 

The results of the survey are in digital form on the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United 
States, and 
the Sippican 
Historical 
Society 
maintains 
an extensive 
collection of 
documentation 
on its historic 
buildings. 

The Sippican 

Historical Society will preview one building a week so 
that the residents of Marion can understand more about 
its unique historical architecture. 

This installment features 125 Allen's Point. Until 
as late as 1890, Allen's Point was a remote, undeveloped 
part of Marion. By the mid-19th century, Allen's Point 
was part of Henry D. and Stephen Allen's holdings. Their 
homes were located on the west side of Point Road, near 
its intersection with Cross Neck Road, but they no longer 
exist. The Allens were farmers. Henry D. Allen was one of 
Marion's first three selectmen in 1852-1854. At some point 
between 1855 and 1879, the Allens sold Allen's Point, the 
West Drive area, and other tracts south of Point Road 
to George Delano. The lovely summer estate of Edward 
M. Clark at 125 Allen's Point Road was designed by the 
Boston architectural firm of Coolidge and Carlson. It was 
built in the early 1900s. Among Coolidge's best-known

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works were Byerly and Randolph Halls (at Radcliffe and 
Harvard respectively), dormitories at Wellesley College, 
and the Bates College Library in Lewiston, Maine. 

This home is of the finest example of Tudor Revival 
domestic architecture in Marion. Outbuildings include a 
stable, garden house, and boat house. Edward M. Clark 
commissioned the Boston landscape architect Arthur A. 
Shurcliff, a student of Frederick Law Olmsted, to design 
the south garden and the estate's grounds. His best- 
known landscape work was in Colonial Williamsburg. 
Clark sold the property to Richard Hoyt, whose daughter, 
Virginia Peirson, inherited the property from her parents.

It's short — mercifully short, 
we might say, while acknowledging its ornery brilliance 

— visually harsh, shot in grainy high-contrast black and 
white that eventually rubs sandpaper-like against the 
eye. And it is entirely devoted to its own vision, its own 
interiorized world. It's probably not coincidental that 
anguish and mutilation are on the menu in all four of 
these movies; you have to be a certain kind of viewer to 
want to watch them very frequently Of the four, though, 
n seems the most interested in the world outside itself, 
even if only fleetingly and fearfully 

An exacting artist, Aronofsky has made only 
six films since this one — Requiem for a Dream (2000), 

The Fountain (2006), The Wrestler (2008), Black Swan 
(2010), Noah (2014), and mother! (2017). Many have been 
polarizing, and I was probably in the minority when 
I declared the frantic fable mother! the great American 
film of its year. Aronofsky's work does not always work 
for me — I found Requiem and Black Swan pompous and 
conceived in bad faith — but he consistently takes such 
chances, swings so hard for the fence, that I can absorb 
and even respect the two out of seven films that didn't 
land for me. n is a workout, no question, and not for 
everyone, but it has intellectual and spiritual fervor, and 
even when it stops dead for some mystical exposition, 
at least it assumes our intelligence (though also our 
patience). 

The movie follows Max Cohen (Sean Gullette), a 
mathematical savant who thinks numbers are everything 

— are in everything, explain everything. He lives in a 
crappy, ant-infested apartment with a rickety computer 
he calls Euclid, which he uses to try to game the stock 
market. Instead, it spits out a 216-digit number, which 
Max disregards; then various folks ranging from Hasidic 
Jews to Wall Street agents descend on him. They all want 
what he knows; he doesn't even know what he knows. 



This aspect of n is sort of a wry indie rewrite of the 
standard detective story where the scruffy gumshoe is 
menaced by people wanting the MacGuffin or the dingus 
or whatever. Max is a gumshoe of number theory and the 
MacGuffin is in his head. Then again, so are paranoia and 
migraines and, in the notorious but abbreviated climax, a 
drill bit. 

The soul of n, though, isn't in its thriller tropes 
(there's a hectically-staged chase scene that's as boring as 
any other chase scene) but in the scenes with Max and his 
old friend Sol (Mark Margolis), a math warhorse who got 
a little too close to the flame of numerical truth and had 
a debilitating stroke. Margolis is 78 now and has always 
looked 78, even 20 years ago in this film, and we believe 
him as an exhausted old man who has forsaken math 
obsession; we also appreciate seeing him as something 
other than a cold-blooded mobster. The two men sit and 
talk quietly in Sol's equally rumpled apartment while they 
play Go or Sol feeds his fish. It's top-drawer stuff, and 
proved that Aronofsky wasn't just some hip hotshot but 
an artist engaged with his characters' emotional readings. 
(Margolis went on to appear in almost every Aronofsky 
film since, like a lucky charm, except for mother!) 

Max is surrounded by people, benevolent or very 
much otherwise, who want something from him; aside 
from Sol, the only person he has time for is a little Chinese 
girl who loves to throw calculations at him. She reminds 
him, I guess, of a time when his particular strange acumen 
might have been fun. Enjoyment, relaxation, a rare 
computer chip — people keep offering Max things to pull 
him away from his own obsessions, his own head. But he 
can't, and won't, be distracted. He is the damaged loner 
as outlaw artist, a theme Aronofsky has returned to again 
and again, or has at any rate lived in his own life. Coming 
back to n after his subsequent pieces puts them all into 
perspective — even the horned beast mother!, which I 
would gladly recommend on a double bill with n if it 
wouldn't make you come after me with a drill.

Cyclists ages 12 and over are welcome. Riders are 
fully supported along the course with water and snack 
stations, clear route markings, a hearty food truck lunch 
at Eastover Farm in Rochester, and on-the-road bike 
repair technicians. Prizes go to the riders and teams that 
raise the most money as well as the winners in categories 
including "Best Team Outfit" and "Most Riders." 

Each cyclist raises a minimum of $300, but many 
participants set loftier fundraising goals. All funds go 
directly to the Coalition's work to protect land and clean 
water around Buzzards Bay. Last year, cyclists and their 
supporters raised more than $155,000 to support the 
Coalition.

Sprague Pitcher Taber whose vision was that Marion 
and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances.
